A HAIR’S-BREADTH ESCAPE. 

Tbe British 
pany’s ship Eidorado, with ninety-five passen- 
gers and a Lascar crew of about sixtv, put into 
Piymouth Saturday to repair the damage after 
a hair’s-bieadth escape from total loss in the 
Bay of Biscay, where the vessel lay for thirty 
hours during a storm, on Wednesday and 
Thursday, in a state of total disable- 
ment, Nearly all ot the crew during 
the whole time of the danger 
were incapacitated for duty by fear, and, but 
forthe exertions of the passengers, there is 
little question she would have gone down. 
The waves broke one of the ventilate shafts 
of the vessel and flooded the engine room, and 
allthe tires were extinguished. The Lascar 
crew abandoned their posts,and the male pas- 
sengers, at the Captain's call, Dbuiled and 
pumped the water from Wednesday night to 
Thursday night, when the storm § abated und 
the flres were relighted. 

SERVICES REWARDED.

BRENNAN INTERVIEWED. 
DUBLIN, December 8.—During «an interview 
with Brennan, who was arrested last week up 
on the charge of using seditious language in an 


anti-rent speech at Balla, the agitator 
said he was not surprised at 


his own arrest and had no complaint to make 
about it s@ far as he was personally concerned. 
Ile added thatthe existing movement, which 
he hoped and expected would end ina triumph 


of the principle that the Irish 
should own the land they occupy and in the 
abolition of the curse of landlordism, would 


soon sink to the level of a miserable and fruit- 
less agitation unless all who were engaged in 
it were prepared to accept imprisonment or 
any other tamporary inconvenience to which it 
might subject them, in the spirit of true Irish 
patriots and martyrs. In response to a question 
as to his future intentions, Brennan said he 
would repeat his speech at the first 
opportunity. He did not in the least 
regret having made it, but desired to repudiate 
the rumorthat he was connected with those 
who bad written threatening letters to land- 
lords’ agents or those persons who had ac- 
cepted holdings formerly occupied by electea 
tenants.

CUBAN SLAVERY. 

MADRID, December. .8.—Conservative leaders, 
it is said, threatened to abandon and defeat 
the Ministersifthe scheme of the rapid aboli- 
tion of slavery and reform in Cuba was per- 
sistedin. Underthese threats Premier Mar- 
tinez Campos permitted alterations to be made 
in the dratt of the bill, which have changed the 
whole tenor of the measure to such an extent 
as to convince the Liberals that Premier Ca'n- 
pos has completely surrendered to the Con- 
servatives.

He Reports the Local Office in Fine Con- 
dition—Some Facts as to the 
Methods of Obtaining 
Data for Predic- 
tions. 


Lieutenant John McG@lennan, of the United 
States Armv, and one ofthe three Inspectors 
of the Signal Service, urrived in this citv Sat- 
itrday on his general tour of examination of 
the different Signal Stations. 

His duties as Inspector include the correction 
of instruments located st the several sta- 
tioys, special care being taken. to note the 
working of the barometer. This instru- 
ment is carefully repaired when found 
necessary, and is compared with the stan- 
amd which this officer. carries with him, 
and also with the instruments at Wasning- 
ton. 

Tie cficials having charge of esch station 
ure also subjected to a critical examination 
regarding their knowledge of the different 
branches ef the service and other matters con— 
nected with the Signal Service Department. 
~Therecords ot each oflice from the time of 
the last visit are overhauled, and compared 
with catain the Inspector’s possession. In 
short, everything is done by this Government 
official to maintain the acenracy of reports of 
euch stution, and to preserve the usefulness ot 
the Signal Service. 

ST. LOUIS STATION, 

The visiting official reported the office lo- 
cated in this city as being in first-class order. 
Iie examined Sergeant J. I. Weber, who has 
charge of the St. Louis ofice, and also the two 
Assistants, and complimented them on their 
knowledge ot the duties of the service, and for 
general proficieéneyin the discharge of their 
officinl business, Ile also stated that the in- 
stiuments and apparatus generally were in 
200d orcer. As vetore stated, there are but 
three of these Signal Service Inspectors, who, 
between themselves, cover the various vtations 
jocauted throughout the United States. TEney 
huve po particular territory allotted to them, 
but are changed around, so as to forma con- 
stunt check theone upon the others. Id is the 
nim of the department to have each station 
Visited at Jeust once in every six months, and 
in order to do this, it requires constant travel- 
ing by euch of these three onictals. :

which hes but lately been established. The ser- 
vice is being extended from time to time, as 
deemed necessary, the lutest additions veing 
Springficiad, III., and Littte Rock, Ark. 

The inspectors have nothing to do witlithe 
establishinent of new posts, as their time is 
pretty well occupied in inspecting chose al- 
ready in ¢Xistence, without being required to 
devote their attention to recommending new 
‘stations. 

TAKE PREDICTIONS, 

The weather predictions which sre given to 
all the cities und towns, as wellesto portions 
oft the turininy tocalities, every day,are a mat- 
ter ot general inrerest. The’methot of ob- 
taining the Gata on which these, predictions 
mre Innde 18 sub-tantinlly as tollows: The state 
ot wentheras indiested by the local instru 
quents of exch stution istelegraphed tothe head. 
ypuurters of the signal service at Washington, 
thiee times euch day, ut ibterviels of eight 
ours, These various facts are Ctassified-at 
Washington, and on this information the pre- 
diction= are telegraphed over the country, 
thiee times ever twenty-four hours. From 
nis it tollowe that the predictions are only for 
igt hoursin advance, as at theehlort that. 
time the exeet state of the weather, as observ- 
edutthe different stations, is telegraphed to 
Washington, and on this new tformation 
predictions are made forthe next third of the 
(lay. 

THR BENEPIT 
of these precictions is not alone to the agricul- 


tmMalregions, as might at ist be supposed, 
but issthaured by the inbabitants of the cities 


und tons. Lieut. MeClennan gave it as his 
opinion thet the merchants and manutacturers, 
located inthe cities, were nearly as much in- 
terested inobtaining predictions as to the 
probable weather of the near tuture as was 
the faiming community. The merchant and 
Mmanhutacturer desired knowlede’s as to 
wari orcoid weather, while the tarmer’ was 
more onxious about the approach of rain or 
div weather, 

» Arrangements are now being made with the 
diflgvent railroad companies by which these 
predictions ure to be telegraphed and posted 
upat all the littie stations along the line. Such 
arrangements have been made with the Kansas 
Paciticand other roads inthe western part of 
this State and Kansas, and itis cxpected that 
before many yeass have elapsed tre plan will 
be adopted by all the roads in the countzy. In 
this way the farming community is reached, 
nnd the tarmers willenjoy the full benetits of 
the weather predictions. * 5 

8 VALUABLE INFORMATION, 

At present, the daily predictions of the 
Weather are considered the most important 
tentuie of thesgrvice,arw such iaforma ion is 
received by the public, andin many instances 
proves of great benefit. —

The Complicated System of pe ay at 
. Present in Use. 


ie 


A Movement for Simplificatior y Calling 
the Same Street but Ons Name. 


The street system of§St.Louis is an exceding- 
ly complicated one, necessarily so, no doubt, 
to a certain degree. This complication, whetner 
ot necessity or not, is a matter of the greatest 
annoyance to even citizens who have been 
residents ot the Future Great for years. Stran- 
gers are utterly confused byit, andjno doubt 
are, in many cases, very unfavorably impressed 
by their visit. With the data usually requisite 
to find a house, viz, : the name of the street and 
number of the house, an old resident even 
would ataloss to find it in the districts 
north Cass avenue and the St. Charles rock 
road and south of Chouteau avenue. 

Mr. Charles Gonter, Recorder of Voters, who 
bas had considerable unnecessary trouble on 
this account, at the recuest of 
some of the members of the Council considering 
the st beet of renaming streets which are really 
the sume but diflerently called, is preparing a 
list ot those streets and avenues, whicu will, if 
completed in time, be considered at the present 
session of the Municipal Assembly+ For that 
portion south of Market street the list 
shows that the following streets, which 
ure really, the same, bear three and tour names 
each: 

First street, in the extreme southern portion 
of the city (Carondelet), has no name; it 
runs from Clay to Jackson. 

Espenscbhied street runs from wharf to Jack- 
son; two blocks west it is called Hill street to 
the county road. 

Davis street, south, runs trom Wharf 
to County road, then west it 1s called Guion, 

Poepping street runs from gJwharf to County 
roud, then there is a break, and it continues 
west and is Called Mallett. 

Tesson street runs trom wharf to County 
road, theré breaks slightly and is culled Mo- 
tier, west. 

Priinm runs from whart to County road, then 
it is called St. Denis street, west to oid lim- 
its. 

Franklin street, south, runs trom whart to 
County road, then it is called Cartoir street. 

Schirmer street runs from whburt to County 
rosd, thenthereis a break and it is called 
Menkens street.

Eighth street runs from Market to Pairk aven- 
ue, then a short distance west, continues un- 
der the same of Fulton to Ann avenue, then 
there is an interval of six blocks and it is again 
Kighth to Cherokee. 

Ninth street runs from Market to Gratiot 
and then continues half a block west as Uatal- 
phi to Chouteau avenue, then half a block 
west and is called Hamm to Hickory, then a 
block eastto Park avenue it is called Ninth, 
then half a block west it is called Decatur to 
Sidney. 

Tenth runs from Market to Gratiot, and is 
then called Barlow to Chouteau avenue, then a 
few feet west itis called Valle uvenne to dick 
ory. then a few teet west it is called South 
streetto Park avenue, then east again itis 
called Buel to Allen avenue, then an interval of 
two blocks, and it is called Buel to Lancaster.

through street which, though irreguiarin sev- 
eral piaces, bears but one name. 

This list, as said before, includes only 
that district | ot the city south 
of Market street. The streets in the 
residue as will be seen from a glance at a city 
wap, are much more complicated. The sim 
plification would, no doubt, be a great benfis, 
and itis to be hoped that this matter will be 
brought befcre the Municipal Assembly.

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EUGENIE IN FARIS. 


How the Ex-Empress Was Keceived in Paris 
—Viewing the Scenes After Nine Years of 
Exile. 

From the London Globe. 

PARIS, November 21. 1879.—Paris has been 
called the caravansary of Europe, and M. Dau- 
det has shown us the great men of the earth 
andthe kings of different countries in exile 
witbin the gates of the modern Babylon. Paris 
opens its arms to every one; the Sultan 
ot Zanzibar is as welcome as the 
King of the Belgians, and no more at- 
tention is paid to His Majesty of Holland, 
who is still fond ot music and the lyric stage, 
thun tothe Emperor of Brazil, although both 
ot them way frequently be seen. wandering up 
and down the wide Loulevards: The aristo- 
cratic looking young man who sits of an after- 
noon sipping his coffee at Turtoni’s or dines 
quietly at Bignon's, underthe eye of Henri, is 
the Duke of Cumberland, the heir co the 
crown ot Hanover. He mav be seen of an after- 
noon during the fushionable hours of five to 


seven driving round the lake in the 
Bois de Boulogne. The observer who 


tukes his stand near the pathway leading down 
to the watergide and to the ferryboat, where 
an aged Charon paddles the lovers across to 


the restaurant, and serutinizes the taces of the 


occupants of the different carriages passing by, 
will be convinced thot the sorrows ot the great 
are very real. Don Carlos is in England, but 
even in his absence the spot is well worth 
visit, with «uo €x-royal family of Naples, Her 
ex-Majesty of Spain, German Grand Dukes 


who have been annexed to the chariot vt the 
prefer Varis life to 


conqueror, Russiuns who 
the Nihilist intrigues, Turks who have fled 
from their enemies, Persians and other races 
from the East, where war is now threatening 
or Leing curried on. M. Daudet nad not fac to 
go to tind matter tor his realistic writing, and 
though the ' kings in exile’’ may not feel flat- 
tered atthe license taken by the author who 
hus attempted to indite their biographies, re- 
placing at times facts by fertile and romantie 
cieations of his Own imagination, there is 


something in the book recentiy published 
which 18 calculated to entertain the 
reader and to prove to nim that 


the great ones of this earth have to bear 
their trials and crosses. The future Queen of 
Spain quitted Paris this morning for Biarritz. 
Within a few days she will be among her new 
people, listening to the shouts of the 
crowd of Madnd, who will ucclaim ner as 
she enters the capital. Everything seems 
pleasunt for her, and her aimost triuinpnhant 
journey contrasts strangely with taat being 
mude by another august lady whose last 
hopes he buried in the vault at Cniselhurst, 
and who, broken down wit! grief, 13 now fas- 
tening towurd the land of the Spaniard to re- 
ceive the benisoa ot a dying mother. The 
stern rule of the Republic which preclaimed 
imperial decheance hus been relaxeu at the re- 
quest 01 the English Government. 
L VOI V vestige ot the Empire 
has been removed, and the twenty years of 
prosperity France enjoyed have been effaced 
trom the memories of ua time-serving peopie 
which bas uprooted the landmarks of a ounce 
popular regime. Few knew that the l'resident 
ot the Republic and the Ministry haa sanction- 
ed the request uiude, and that General Fleury 
had taken with himto England permission for 
the ex-Empressto puss through Paris on her 
way to Madrid to visit tne Countess de 
Montijo. The inner room ofthe station was 
cleared some minutes before the train ar- 
rivedin Paris, und a strong body of police 
wis in attendance. The landau ot the Duc 
de Mouchy was drawnup opposite the door, 
and behind it was A cab tor the police escort, 
composed of MM. Cunbet and Boucher-Ca 
dart, with tour of their mvrmidons. Beyond 
u dezen peopic who were among the crowd 
Waiting tor triends und reiatives, no one in the 
yard of the station knew that the Empress was 
ubout to visit Paris tor the ürst time since she 
quitted the capital in 1870. Tue travelers, 


most of them Engtisn, stood aside to let 
u lady, dressed in very deep mourning 


und ciosely veiled, puss. Her Majesty ap- 
peared to lean heaviiry onthe arm of the Dac 
ce Bassano,who raised his hat several tines in 
acknowledgmentof the tributes ot sympathy 
und respect paid to the august and unfortuntte 
ludy whom he accompanied. The twoemployes 
who stand atthe door and levy the muoicipel 
dues onthe different articles enumerated in 
the tariff stood for a moment, and then they 
appeared to recognize the lady aud, forgetting 
that they were oflicials belonging to a republi 
can government, thev removed their £epis and 
abstuine@® trom asking whether the la» or 
gentieman hud anythineto declare. Nota word 
ws utiered, not u cry was raised as the En 
press, seemingly overcome with emotion, walk- 
ed slowly along the line of people tothe curriige 
awaiting ner. Heads were bared as sie passe! 
by, ane tears stood in theeyes of more than 
one persons when those who knew the Enpress 
rears ago, when she was in the zenith of Lor 
cauty and ipiluence, contrasted ner present

once held in Parisian soe cty. The carr.aye, 
cc ntaining the Empress, a lady and the Dac de 
Bassano, drove struignt to the Boulevard de 
Courcelles, the residence of the Due de Mouchy. 
The landau was followed by the hack cab, con- 
tuining the police, rnndthe latter took up their 
positions outside the mansion ot the 
Duc us if to prevent any manifestations. Those 
who saw tle Empress say that her 
late trials have greatly altered her, and that 
sorrow and grief have lett indelible mark: on 
ker handsome countenance, Ones so hippy 
and full of hope. Iller Majesty quitted Paris 
early this morning. The carriage whieh drove 
her to the station passed by special desire 
along the new road the Paris Municipal Council 
has opened in front of the ruins of the Tuile— 
ries dividing the-oild palace [rom the private 
garden.

Thectltivators ot truit in the extreme north 
ern regii na oftie Union and mm Canada are 
becoming largely imlebted to Pr. T. H. Hos 
hans, Of Newport, Vt., tor bia labors and ex 
perime:tsin procuring, testing and selecting 
hose varieties which will endure the intense 
cold of northern winters, These are even more 
revere at Newport than at Montreal. Dr. II..

A Brief Biographical Sketch of the Dead 
Congressman’s Career. 


WASHINGTON, December 8. — Congressman 
Lay, of Missouri, died inthis city this morn- 


ing. He had been in teeble health for some 
time. The immediate cause of his death was 
paralysis. 


BIOGRAPHICAL. 


Hon. Alfred M. Lay was about forty years ot 
age and has lived at Jefferson City, Missouri, 


ever since the close of the War. H+-wasa law- 
yer by profession and was ‘ussoc:uted in vusi- 
ness with Hon. J. 2d. Beleh, 
Speaker of the late General Assembly. He was 
a soldier in the Contederate army during the 
war, and rose froma private to the rank ot 
Major. He became well known in Mis- 
fouri politics owing 10 his part 
in several very hoty contested 
struggles tor the Democratic Congressional 
nomivation in the Seventh District, which be 
represented at Washington atthe time of his 
deuth. The district became Democratic bya 
large majority after the political revolution of 
1870, and the last Republican 
Representative was 8.38. Burdette,whose terin 
expired in March, 1872. In the tall of that 
year the Democ rats offered the Congressional 
nomination to Col. George Vest, ut he de- 
clined it and after a contest for it between Col, 
John F. Phillips, ot Sedalia, Col. Sam Owens.
